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END OF THE ABYSSINIAN EXPEDITION. 


JUKE is not yet out, and the military expedition to Abyssinia, 
se reluctantly determined upon, so carefully organised, 80 
wonderfully successful, has come to aclose, The last soldier 
im the service of Queen Victorla has by this date re-embarked 
from Zulla, Sir Robert Napier left Alexandria for England 
en Monday Jast.. Most of the troops which were sent hence 
to take part in the efiterprise Nave rétarned home? Everj- 
thing hae been done which the Government undertook 
to do, and whatever credit it can fairly claim for having 
carried into effect the will of the.country,may now be given 
unreservedly. There have been no dangerous delays, no dis- | 
aster, no sicknes#, no losses to speak of, no need for a second 
campaign, ‘Theodore is dead, Magdala is burned. Ths 
captives are free. Abyesinia is evacuated. Not a rood of 
land has been retained as a “ material guarantee,” Not a 
respontible engagement has been contracted with any of the 
mative chiefe, Our political connection with Abyssinia is 
wholly a thing of the past, and we have nothing further to do 
but to pay the bill and to draw what profit we can from the 
moral our experience may have taught us, 

We cannot dismies the topic from our thoughts without an 
ebservation or two. The war—for war it really was, and, 
ander less fortunate circumstances, might have turned oat a 
very formidable one—was entered upon in the discharge of a 
national] obligation, No doubt, the events which led to it 
arore out of an unwise system of forming political ties, more 
or less intimate, with semi-barbarous nations, with the hope 
of thereby extending our commercial transactions, But the 
eonduct of Theodore in seizing and detaining in ignominious 
bondage a special envoy of the Queen left us no choice but to 
achiete by force that which we had failed to accomplish 
by negotiation. The sole question for determination about 
this time last year was, whether further efforts to induce 
the surrender of the captives by the vainglorious and cruel 
Monarch promised the slightest chance of success, or whether, 
if a blow must be struck, it should be struck at once. Public 
opinion was certainly divided on the question, It was thought 
by some that the last resources of diplomacy had not yet been 
exhausted, and that it might yet have been feasible to enlist 
Theodore's good will on the side of his interests and our honour, 
It was assumed by others that the season was too far advanced 
to admit of a successful military expedition before the com- 
mencement of the present summer's rains. The Government 
hesitated for awhile, and then suddenly made up its mind to 
dare the worst. Its decision seems to have been justified by 
the event, All the facts which have come to our knowledge 
since the entrance of our troops into Abyssinia indicate the 
improbability that- King Theodore would have: listeried to 
aby representations unaccompanied by that ultimate argu 
ment to which half-civilised potentates attach so much im- 
portance, It seems clear that he would not have let his 
Buropean captives go free until the conclusion had been 
brought home to his mind that he had to deal with a Power 
able to reach him in his most remote fastnesses, and to 
chastise his insolence as it deserved, The decision announced 
by Lord Stanley was rather accepted as an unavoidable 
necessity than welcomed with hearty approval. It required 
moral courage to arrive at it, for it was open to all kinds-of 
damaging criticism, and it gave no promise of brilliant 
results, Singularly enough, the war thus undertaken, althongh 
it has been nearly bloodless to our army, has, besides gaining 
every object for which it was undertaken, covered with 
unanticipated glory everybody connected with it, The records 
of it constitute one of the most eloquent episodes in our 
nationa) history, 

The merit of this unparalleled success belongs, for the most 
part, to Sir Robert Napier. To have selected him as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the expedition—tbe first engincer officer 
to whom a post of euch responsibility has been confided—and, 
having selected him, to leave the conduct of the enterprise 
unreservedly in his hands, reflects no small amount of credit 
on the present Administration. But it must be remembered 
that the achievement is really his, The proportions of the 
force to be employed, its various elements, its equipment, its 
special organisation, its spirit, ite discipline, its ready endurance 
of privations and hardehips, its quick and appreciative intelli- 
gence of the mind of its leader, were all due in great measure to 
the carefulness and forethought he hai spent in his preparations, 
to his practical knowledge of his profession, to his considerate 
regard for the comfort of his men, to his personal example, 
and to his soldierly sympathies, his conciliatory bearing, his 
indomitable will. That march of 400 miles to Magdala 
and then back to Zulla, over chains of lofty mountains, 
through dangerous passes, between half-mistrusting, half- 
misliking tribes, doing injury to none, overawing the savage, 
or at least untamed, propensities of ali; never without sup- 
plies, but always with scant provision for indulgence ; full of 
adventures, but free from any serious disaster, is the most 
astonishing feat of modern days, It was a triumph of which 
science may well be proud; and it shows how large a part 
science wil) hereafter bear in military administration, 

The immediate objects of the expedition have been entirely 
realized, and we ought, perhaps, to add, at a cost far below 
any that we were entitled to reckonon, All war is waste— 
too often reckless waste—both of treasure and of life; but 
this war bas been conducted with @ singolar economy of 
bumsn life, and has been brought to a satisfactory close for 
ap outlsy of money which can hardly be characterised as 
extravagant. When we contrast all that we have acquired 
by it with all that we have expended on it, we feel 
the less disposed to quarrel with the pecaniary amount we 
shall have to discharge. The secondary and indirect advan- 
tages we have secured by it cannot be jnstly considered a 





purchased at too bigh « price. The reputation of England 


abroad has been immensely raised.in tworespec's. The world 
rees clearly enough, that gur reluctance to resort to force, even 
under great provocation, does not arise: from any want of 
spirit, or of any of the qualifications requisite to military 
success. - We are called a nation of shopkeepers— we 
feed not repudiate the description ; but, at any rate, we know 
how to hold our own when it is challenged, We have been 
looked upon. as greedy of “ territory.” We may have begn.so: 
but we bave given incontestable proof that we have conqnered 
the troublesome appetite. We have acted strictly up to the 
professions wé made when we entered Abysginia—we have 
neither plundered its tribes nor indemnified ourselves by ap- 
propriating any part of its soil, Henceforth, ‘no oné can well 
misunderstand our motives for abstaining from war, or our 
policy when compelled to resort to it. Daty is our rule.in 
both cares, 

But we have learned a lesson for ourselves, as well as im- 
pressed one upon others. We have been taught by costly 
experience how necessary it is to keep ourselves clear from 
political contact with nations which are not yet sufficiently 
advanced in civilisation to conform to the canons of inter- 
national good faith and decorous demeanour. We have been 
too much in the habit of leaving the contingency of peace 
or war with uncultured communities in the hands of snbor- 
dinates naturally over zealous in magnifying their office and 
their personal importance at our risk, There was no con- 
ceivable need for our setting down a Consul on the African 
side of the Red Sea, To an experimental appointment of that 
kind we are indebted for an expedition which will cost us 
something upwards of #£5,000,000, Government will, we 
trust, be chary in future in opening consular stations at out- 
of-the-way places,.and will firmly resist being dragged into 
political relations with bar¥arous chieftains. We can i!l afford 
a perpetual succession of “little wars,” We have no right to 
expect that they wil! all end as fortunately as, thanks to Sir 
Robert Napier and bis gallant army, the war in Abyssinia 
has ended,

The first of these referred to the pa ion of 
the bull convoking the General Conncil, and the other ¢o religious 
affoirs in Avstria, His Holiness condemns as sbominable the civil 
rartiage law, and the other Jaws providing for religious freedom 
lately passed by the Austrian Reichsrath, and declares them to be 
null and void. 





AUSTRIA, 

The Government haa replied to the address of the London bankers 
amd merchants respecting the financial measures passed by the 
Reicherath for taxing the coupons of the public debt. In this re ly 
the course adopted by the Parliament is vindicated at considerable 
length, and the creditors of the State are assured that the measure 
which has given-rise to so much complaint is “the indispensable 
corollary of a work of reform and reconstruction of which they will 
be the first to reap the benefit.” 

In the sitting of the Lower House of the Reichsrath on Thursda 
week the Railway Tariff Bill was passed, together with the amend- 
ment which had been opposed by the Ministry. This amendment 

rovided that, should the tariff charged by the railway companies be 
owered by the State, the companies should receive compensation in 
accordance with the decision of the civil law, The Cattle Plague 
Prevention Bil] was also passed. 

In the sitting of the Upper House on the following day the 
Estimates for 1868 were agreed to without debate as passed by the 
Lower House. The bills for the establishment of cham bers of com- 
merce and the alteration of the laws of inheritance as regards peasant 
estates were also adopted. The bills relative to the conversion of 
the public debt, the increase of the tax upon lottery prizes, and the 
cale of immévable State property then came on for consideration in 
Getail. Nodebate, however, occurred, and they were all adopted a3 
pessed by the Lower House, 

The Upper House adopted, on Tuesday, fourteen bills passed by 
the Lower House, including the bill for raising the taxes in 186%, 
the supplementary credit for the Budget of 1867, and the Anglo- 
Austrian treaty of navigaticn. 

On Wednesday the President stated, in reply to a question, that 
the Government would take the necessary steps in order that the 
recently-sanctioned confessional laws, which had encountered the 
a of some of the bishops, were fully carried out, 

An old dispute between the Austrian and Italian Governments, con- 
cerning the works of art earried away by the Austrians from Venice, 
seems likely to be at length settled. The Italian Oabinet has con- 
sented to accept a convention on the basis which it rejected last 
year; and envoys are about to be sent from Vienna to Turin to 
conclude the negotiation.

GERMANY, 

The King of Prussia, on his way to Hildesheim, has visited 
Hanover.

enough, we ought not to incur the charge of over-estimating the work 
which has been so gallantly and so completely done in byssi nia. 
To accord a “triumph,” in the Roman sense, or an “ovation,” as 
certain writers (thinking that the words are synonymous) insist on 
saying, would in existing circumstances mean that the army 
of Sir Robert Napier had performed the most splendid achievement 
in modern annals, Clearly, this has not been the case. Fortitude, 
obedience, and, at the right moment, dash have been exhibited ; but 
our brave soldiers, with weapons of precision, and supported 
by all the resources of mili art, had never to close and grapple 
with an oe and the fact that not one single man of all our 
force has died in battle surely affixes to the whole affair the cha- 
racter, not of war as usually understood, but of an operation of 
science most successfully performed. Some little ridicule might 
attach to a demonstration which should make enormously more of 
the Abyssinian success than good sense dictates. The warmest 
thanks of Parliament, the highest honours which the accomplished 
General could desire, and the most liberal treatment of the officers 
and soldiers should be given as matter of course; but then, we 
think, recognition will have done enough.

THERE isa French mot about a gentleman who refused to 
avail himself of a splendid opportunity of holding his tongue, 
An equally splendid opportunity for a display of that for- 
bearance and moderation which, we are told, ought to be 
specially exhibited at this crisis is offered, and is likely to be 
treated in the same way. We allude to the manner in which 
the House of Lords is to be dealt with in regard to its course 
on the Irish Church Suspensory Bill, 

We, of course, have pointed out, with sufficient plainness, 
our own view of the case, and have signified our conviction 
that the endeavour to give satisfaction to Ireland by the re- 
moval of an admitted grievance ought not to be delayed longer 
than is demanded by that justice and tenderness which Mr. 
Gladstone has insisted upon, more to his own honour than to 
that of sundry who ceased to cheer him when he dwelt upon the 
rights of individuals, We go further, indeed, for we do not rest 
our belief in the wisdom of the disendowment of the Irish 
Church upon the mere ground that it may tend to increase the 
tranquillity of Ireland ; we donot even affirm that such will be 
the case, and incline to think that the removal of a grievance 
which is chiefly one of feeling will be comparatively in- 
efficacious while the great object of the discontented portion 
of the Irish population—a re-arrangement of territorial pos- 
session—remains unattained. But we would disendow the 
English Church in Ireland for a reason which is implied in 
the name we have just given to that establishment—a good 
reason, for it means justice, Therefore we cannot be supposed 
to have political sympathy with those who would retard the 
adjustment of the question upon the lines laid down by Mr. 
Gladstone. 

But it is another thing to wage blind and indiscriminate 
warfare upon all whom history, and tradition, and per- 
sonal position have taught to consider the Church in Ireland 
as an institution which is part of the constitutional edifice ; 
and that is the kind of warfare to which it appears to us that 
there is too much inclination to wage, casting aside all con- 
siderations which ought to actuate the leaders of public 
opinion at an important crisis, More particularly let us take 
the care of the House of Lords, We say emphatically 
that those who find in the course taken by the Peerage 
any justification for wholesale assault upon that body, 
and for holding it up to the masses as obstructive of 
justice and hostile to liberty, are playing into the hands 
of the most dangerous party in the State, We might dwell 
upon the propriety of giving fair play to the House of Lords, 
and of taking into account that the majority of its members 
bave been trained to the belief that the Irish Ohurch holds 
its own by the same title as the Church of England, and that 
any doubt upon the point would have been, as matter of 
course, gravely reproved by the body of dignifie 1 ecclesiastica, 
themselves raised from the middle class, who sit in the 
Chamber of Peers to advise them upon all matters 
spiritual, or connected therewith, Add, also, that a 
certain Conservatiam is absolutely and indissolubly con- 
nected with holding hereditary rank, which in itself 
implies permanence, and we cannot fail to see the great 
difficulties which must present themselves to the mind 
of the average Peer, when he is suddenly told that the Irish 
branch of the Church is an excrescence, and must be hewn 
away. He asks breathing time to consider the startling pro- 
position, and he is answered with a volley of insult, Thia is 
neither English nor just. But we should not rest our appeal 
for something like quarter upon this ground only, or mainly. 
Perhaps the time has come when men must be prepared—we 
do not say that this is indicative of the good time which has so 
long been dangled before our eyes—to think rapidly and make 
up their minds finally, Clearly, this is not an age of delibe- 
ration, and the Peers must not complain that they are 
told to take step with the many or drop out of the ranks, 
Men of fair minds will endeavour to get all fair indulgence 
for those who have been taught to move slowly; but it is a 
case of education, and the teaching must be taken with good 
or bad grace, There is another ground on which we appeal 
against attacks upon the House of Lords, and it is the common- 
sense ground on which we should protest against taking off 
the shoe, or skid, when a vehicle is rapidly descending a hill. 
We are not afraid of the hill, nor does descent mean disaster ; 
the bit of the road must necessarily be taken, and it will leat 
us to level ground, and we shall go on with our useful journey. 
But we decline to go down that hill at full speed and without 
something like a locked wheel, 

Surely there is no danger now to the cause of progress. Let 
the leap in the dark land us where it may, there is no doubt 
that it is a good long leap, and one that will materially change 
our position, We have taken it boldly; and it is to the credit 
of Englishmen of all classes that, on the one hand, there is no 
manifestation of cowardly dismay ; and, on the other hand, no 
demonstration of triumphant menace, We have made the 
greatest alteration that has ever been made in the franchise ; 
for that of the first Reform Act, though numerically large, 
extended the vote to a class whose interests were avowedly 
bound up with those of their superiors in social position, a 
class that had no definite political creed, and certainly had 
not been taught that the will of numbers was the only rule of 
political economy, and that the economy of the other classes 
was adverse to the happiness of the many. In this difference 
is the magnitude of the present change, and yet none of us are 
frightened or furiow. The owners of property display 
no fear for their estates or their money in the funds; and no 
mass meetings, let them assemble for what they may, talk of 
the day of revenge having arrived, or evince any undue exulta- 
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tion at the transfer of power, We trust that all this will last, 
and we believe that it will, But because men on both sides are 
inclined to be rational it is the more unworthy of those who 
assume to guide them that any stimulus should be given to evil 
passions, The march of “innovation” must now go on, and it 
is not in the many or the few to stop it, but let us take things 
as calmly as we may. Permit the House of Lords to express 
the feelings of a very large party in the House of Commons, of 
nine tenths of the clergy, and of a great and influential body of 
laymen, That expression will not really hinder the advance of 
events, but if the nation has made up its mind to an act of 
justice, which a respectable section of it believe injustice, 
let that protest be recorded without unseemly manifesta- 
tions of scorn or anger, Moreover, the Lords are men of the 
world, and those of them who are most forward for the dis- 
endowment would laugh at the idea that this sudden resolve 
to do what ought to be done has been prompted by mere 
patriotism. The Lords know, as well as every reader of a 
penny paper knows, that, though it is, luckily, un- 
Parliamentary to impute motives, the discovery that the 
Church in Ireland was intolerable was miraculously coin- 
cident with the discovery that the Treasury in England was 
impregnable—at least, by any of the ordinary means of 
warfare. A good object has, before now, been attained at the 
suggestion of less perfect ethics, On the whole, the Lords 
have a good right to put their views before the nation without 
being savagely called to account ; and, in the interests of orderly 
progress, as well as for the sake of fair play, we hope to have 
lesa need to remonstrate against what is really revolutionary 
language,

FINE ARTS.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, in reply to Sir F. Heygate, said 
that the supply of half-crowns was equal to the demand, and that 
there was no intention to withdraw them from circulation. 

The Earl of Mayo, replying to an inquiry of Sir C, O’Loghlen, ex- 
pressed the wish of the Government to issue a Royal Commission on 
the tenure and y= of land in Ireland ; but, as it was desirable 
that members of both Houses should serve upon it, they felt that it 
would be im ible to do so until the new Parliament had met, 

Lord Stanley, in answer to a question from Mr, Shaw Lefevre, 
said the Government fully concurred in the general tendency of the 
recommendations of the Neutrality Laws Commission, but it would 
be} impossible to deal with the subject during the present Session. 

The Lords’ amendments to the Sea Fisheries Bill were opposed by 
Mr. M. Gibson, Mr. Blake, and Mr, Gregory; but, after two 
divisions in favour of the Government, the amendments of the 
Upper House were agreed to, 

On the motion for going into Committee on the Government of 
India Act Amendment Bill, Lord W. Hay entered into some 
criticisms of the measure, which, in his view, did not carry a change 
in the constitution of the Council far enough. The only proposal of 
importance it contained was to make the term of office for which 
the members were appointed twelve years instead of for life, or good 
behaviour : but the power of the Council to overrule the Secretary 
of State for India in matters connected with revenue and expendi- 
ture was left untouched. Moreover, he thought that the 
persons composing the Council should have ten or twelve years of 
recent experience in Indian affairs, The discussion was continued 
by Mr. Mill, Colonel Sykes, Sir H. Rawlinson, and Sir 8, Northcote, 
The right hon, Baronet urged that the Indian Government was now 
a branch of the Imperial Executive; but it was desirable to give 
greater administrative strength to the Governor-General, and ex- 
perience had shown that it was well to keep the control iu a body 
apart from the House of Commons, and placed beyond political con- 
siderations. The House then went into Committee, and, after 
passing a few clauses, progress was reported. 

The consideration of the Irish Reform Bill was then resumed, 
Some verbal amendments were introduced, and the report was 
received, 

The Boundary Bill was read the third time and passed; Mr. 
Moffatt’s Bankruptcy Act Amendment Bill was read the second 
time ; and some other bills were forwarded a stage. 


HOUSE OF LORDS,—Tuzapay. 

The Government and Earl Grey have been disputing as to which 
should move the rejection of the Irish Church Suspensory Bill, 
The Earl of Malmesbury made this fact known. Earl Grey had, he 
said, refused to withdraw, and therefore the Government had con- 
sented to allow him to move the rejection of the bill. Later in the 
evening Lord Lyttelton presented a petition from 261 clergymen 
praying for the disestablishment of the Irish Church. 

The Earl of Malmesbury moved the eecond reading of the bill for 
amending the representation of the people in the provisions 
of which he explained at some length. A few observations followed 
from the Duke of Argyll, and the bill was read the second time. 

Their Lordships had a long discussion on the Poor Relief Act. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS,—Tusspar,

THE SUSPENSORY BILL.

J. R. Macquoid, entitled “ Architectural Art 
in Italy and Spain.” This work, containing 
numerous measured drawings lithographed by 
the authors, was published in 1850. It was 
followed, in 1851, by “ Designs for Civic Archi- 
tecture,” and in 1852 by a special treatise on 
the Sculpture and Architecture at Burgos and 
Miraflores, in Spain. Mr. Waring, in 1854, 
assisted Mr, Digby Wyatt in compiling the 
Crystal Palace Handbooks to the Byzantine, 
Renaissance, Medieval, and Italian Courts. 
In the following year he produced a work on 
“The Arts Connected with Architecture in 
Central Italy,” the original drawings for which

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YACHT SAILING-MATCHES ON THE THAMES, 


THE sailing-match of the Royal London Yacht Club, on Tuesday 
week, was contended for by five vessele—namely, the Cambria, of 
186 tons, owned by Mr. J, Ashbury; the Egeria, 143 tons, Mr. J. 
Mulholland; the Gloriana, 129 tons, Mr, A. O, Wilkinson; the Julia, 
109 tons, Mr. G. F. Moss; and the Astarte, 75 tons, Mr, W. 
Battersby. The three first-mentioned vessels are schooners ; the two 
last are yawls, and were formerly both cutter-rigged. The prize was 
the Royal London cup, value £100. The course actually sailed was 
from Gravesend to the Nore Light and back, instead of to the Mouse 
Light, as had been intended. There was a time allowance of a 
quarter of a minute per ton, the yawls kaving a quarter of their ton- 
nage added. The wind was a moderate gaff-topsail breeze from 
E.8S.E, The prize was won by the Egeria, which accomplished the 
distance in 5h, 48m. 85s, The Gloriana came in nineteen minutes 
later, and the Cambria and Astarte half a minute after the Gloriana ; 
the Julia some minutes behind them. 

The Royal Thames Yacht Club had its sailing-match for the 100- 

inea cup, given by her Majesty the Queen, on Wednesday week. 
The competitors in the schooner class were the Gloriana, Cambria, and 
Egeria, which have been named; and the Mirage, of 144 tons, owned 
by Captain P, C. Lovett. Inthe class ofcutters and yawls, they were 
the Astarte, already mentioned ; the Fiona, of 77 tons, Mr. E. Boucher ; 
the Menai, of 76 tons, Mr. W. F. Stutfield; the Sphinx, 47, Mr. J. 
S. Earle; the Rosebud, 51, Sir Bruce Chichester; and the Vindex, 
45, Mr. A Duncan, In addition to the Queen’s cup, there was a 
second prize, worth 50gs., offered by the club, The first yacht of 
either rig, after taking the time allowance, was entitled to her 
Majesty’s plate: the second, of a different rig, to the club cup. 
The time allowance was a quarter of a minute amongst the schooners 
half a minute for the cutters, The course was from Gravesen 
round the Mouse Light and back, or the Lower Hope, at the discretion 
of the Commander, Alfred Paget, who presided over the match. 
The sport was unfortunately spoiled by variable light winds, alter- 
nating with calms, The ’s cup was won by the Fiona, which 
occupied 7h. 10m, in traversing the distance. The Egeria, which 
came in after the Menai, twenty-six minutes later than the Fiona, 
won the club prize, The Queen’s cup was manufactured by Messrs. 
R. and 8, Garrard. It is a silver loving-cup, in the style of Cellini,

EXPERIMENTS ON THE PLYMOUTH IRON 
FORTIFICATIONS. 


A sERI£s of important experiments with artillery on different iron 
structures designed for land fortifications began at Shoeburyness on 
Tuesday week, and were continued on the two following days; after 
which they stood adjourned till last Tuesday, and have been going 
on this week, One of the targets to be fired at represented a com- 
artment of the new iron fort now being erected in Plymouth 
und, behind the Breakwater. The foundation of this fort is laid 
on the solid rock 36 ft, below low water. The structure will be oval, 
forming a casemated one-tier battery, mounted with eighteen guns. 
The longer diameter of the oval is 151ft. The wall around its 
circumference is to be made entirely of iron, 18 ft, high. Its thick- 
ness will be 15in. on the south or seaward side, and 14 in, on the 
side towards the harbour, This thickness is made up of three layers 
of iron, placed one upon the other, The exte:nal or front layer is 
formed of armour-plates 5 in, thick in the py of the wall, and 
4in, in the weaker; they are of large area, and laid in horizontal 
tiers. Behind these comes the middle layer, composed generally of 
vertical iron “ planks” or narrow plates each 16} in. wide and 5 in, 
thick, and ofa — equal to the whole height of the wall ; but at the 
place of the porthole this layer is formed of a solid plate, 7 ft. long 
and 5 ft, wide, in which the porthole is cut. The third, or internal, 
layer is formed of planks similar to the last, but laid horizontally. 
Thus the wall is to consist of 5-inch large armour-plates in front, 
backed by two layers of narrower 5-inch plates, crossing each other. 
The wall is supported by upright iron standards, about 38 ft. 9 in. 
apart, except at the embrasures, where the interval is doubled.

The contractors for this 
work are the Millwall Iron Company. Another fort, of similar 
construction, at uda, is contracted for by Sir John 
Brown and Oo,, of Sheffield, The target at Shoeburyness, 
miade to represent a portion of the wall of one of these forts, is 52 ft. 
long, and straight. The 5-inch front plates are in three tiers; the 
lower one, 4ft. 9$in. wide, and the middle one, 4ft, i} in. 
wide, are each in one length. This differs from the fort iteelf, 
and gives the target, on the one hand, the advantage of 
having no joint in the middle of the plates, but, on the other 
hand, the disadvantage of the want of continuity at each end, 
The upper tier of plates, which curve over towards the centre, have 
been considerably modified from the design of the fort, partly to 
gain strength and partly to facilitate the process of bending. All 
these front plates are planed at the edges to form close fitting joints, 
The middle layer of vertical 5-inch plates remains unaltered, except 
that the “ port-plate” is made a little wider and carried up the full 
height of the wall. The inner horizontal 5-inch layer is consider- 
ably modified by the substitution for three of the plates lying below 
the port of a single armour-plate 4 ft. 2in. wide, running the whole 
length of the w In the form of the bolts, and in their fixing, 
some improvements have been made. 

The Plymouth Breakwater Fort target, and the other structures 
to be fired at, were erected about 100 yards within the low embank- 
ment of the Thames at Shoeburyness. The front of the targets 
faced towards the river. Their surfaces were painted with white 
lines in squares, to facilitate the aim of the gunners, The 
experiments were under the direction of the Ordnance Select Com- 
mittee and associated members, The executive duties devolved 
upon Colonel F, Eardley Wilmot, R.A., Commandant of Shoebury- 
ness, assisted by Captain Alderson, R.A., and astaff of working 
officers, The arrangements made to preserve order and to ensure 
safety were admirable. A number of splinter-proof buildings were 
provided, in which the visitors were required to take refuge when 
the bugle sounded “make ready,” and the signal to “fice” was only 
ey when everybody was safely under shelter. The gun was tl.en 

red by the galvanic battery, after which the effects were cbserved 
and recorded. Among those present were the Duke of Cambridge, 
Commander-in-Chief ; Sir John Pakington, Secretary of S:ate for 
War; General Frome, chief of the Royal Engineer Department, with 
his assistants, Colonel Jervois and Colonel Inglis ; Sir John Dalryrple 
Hay, R.N.; Sir F. Grey, and his Fortification Committee ; a large 
number of military and naval officers, and many civilians interested 
in such matters, Invitations had also been issued to several 
foreigners of distinction, among whom were the Duc d’Aumale, the 
Prince de Joinville, the Duc de Chartres, the Comte de Paris, and 
Prince Edward of Saxe- Weimar. 

The targets were fired at from the distance of 200 yards. The 
battery used was composed of five of the most powertel guns that 
can be procured, Four of these are wrought-iron rifled guns, of 
Woolwich make, weighing 7, 12, 18, and 23 tons respectively ; the 
fifth is an American “Rodman” smooth bore of 19 tons, The 
Woolwich 23-ton rifled gun has a calibre of 12in. and throws a pro- 
jectile of 600 1b. weight. It is about 15 ft. long, the length of the 
bore being 12ft.2in. The external diameter over the breech is 
nearly 4 ft. 6 in., which is reduced by five steps to 20 in. across the 
muzzle. The battering charge is 761b., which gives a striking 
velocity, at 200 yards distance, of 1160 ft. per second. The pro- 
jectile requires six men to lift it forloading. The Rodman is a cast- 
iron smooth bore, of American make, It weighs 19 tons, is 15-in. 
bore, and throws a round cast-iron ball of 450lb, The length is 
about the same as the rifled 23-ton gun; the diameter over the 
breech is about 4 ft., reduced by a gradual curved taper to 23 in. over 
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the muzzle. The service charge in America is 60 1]b,: but as their 
powder is only five sixths the strength of ours, the used here 
is 501b., and this is found to give, at 200 yards, a striking velocity 
of 1160 ft, per second. The projectiles used in the Woolwich 
were all sharp-pointed, on the Palliser principle, made of white 
hard cast iron, and provided with brass studs fitting loosely in the 
grooves, Their length is a little more than double the calibre. The 
shells were a little longer, of the same form and metal, and with 
bursting charges varying from 2} 1b, in the smallest to 14} Ib, in the

All the shots, save the last, struck the face of the target in front of 
vertical supports at the rear, making the mass of iron hit by the 
projectiles 32 in. and 27 in. respectively in actual thickness, without 
producing much effect ; but the last s: hit the target between the

The shell penetrated ~ in., and stuck 
in the plate, the bursting charge exploding outside, It made merel 
a bulge and crack in the front, but did much damage behind, 
piece of the inner plate, about 2 ft. 6in. long by 15in. wide, extend- 
ing horizontally between this shot and the former one, and weigh- 
ing 5 or 6 cwt., was broken off and projected to the rear, striking the 
rope mantlet which hung down 5 ft. away. It did, however, no 
material damage to the thick rope curtain, but rebounded from it 
and fell on the ground near the place from which it had originally 
been detached, A fragment of the hind part of the shell entered 
the porthole, and this also struck the mantlet, but did not pass 
through. This experiment was valuable, as proving the power of 
the mantlet to resist large fragments and prevent them from passing 
into the gun-chamber. 

The firing at the Plymouth Breakwater Fort target was concluded 
on the thi ae. The result is considered satisfactory, as only one 
shell had exploded inside; and from the rest of the firing the garrison 
would have been effectually protected. It is curious, however, to 
see the condition in which the target appears after this heavy 
battering. oe 2 the front face, the upper curved plates are 
in some places knocked away, laying bare the roof behind ; in other 
parts they are much damaged. The extra 5-in. thickening ~~ 
6 ft. wide, placed vertically on the right hand of the porthole, is 
broken into several pi some of them knocked off, the remainder 
hanging locsely on. In the general face plates of the 15-in. part 
cracks are visible round the porthole, and in a few other places,
